NORTH  CAROLINA  MEDICAL  CARE  COMMISSION 
Mrs.  Margaret  B.  Dolan,  R.  N.,  Chapel  Hill,  NCSNA  Representative 

The  North  Carolina  Medical  Care  Commission  meets  quarterly,  the  third 
Friday  of  the  month.  One  activity  of  the  Commission  of  particular  interest  to 
all  nurses  has  to  do  with  the  new  nurse  scholarship  program.  The  efforts  of 
the  State  Nurses'  Association  at  last  bore  fruit  when  the  Advisory  Budget  Com- 
mission included  in  its  recommendations  to  the  General  Assembly  during  the  I96I 
session  that  $50,000  for  the  biennum  be  allocated  for  nursing  scholarships  for 
the  preparation  of  teachers  for  diploma  schools  of  nursing.  This  was  approved 
by  the  General  Assembly.  The  Medical  Care  Commission  was  given  the  responsi- 
bility for  administering  the  program. 

An  advisory  council  to  assist  with  the  development  of  rules  and  regulations 
for  administering  the  scholarships  was  appointed.  The  members  are:  Mrs.  Edith 
P.  Brocker,  Helen  E.  Peeler,  Mr.  Sample  Forbus,  Mr.  E.  H.  Heyd,  and  Mrs.  Margaret 
B.  Dolan. 

Information  was  sent  to  all  hospital  schools  of  nursing  and  to  all  hospi- 
tal administrators  in  the  state  about  the  scholarship.  The  State  Nurses'  Asso- 
ciation assisted  with  the  distribution  of  information.   It  was  not  until  the 
closing  days  of  the  General  Assembly  that  vre  were  assured  this  item  would  be 
in  the  approved  budget.  This,  of  course,  has  had  its  effect  on  the  number  of 
applicants  for  scholarships  for  this  first  year.  There  are  approximately  25 
scholarships  available  each  year.   The  maximum  amount  of  individual  scholarship 
is  $1,000  per  year. 

As  of  September  15,  fifteen  inquiries  had  been  received  and  seven  applica- 
tions had  been  approved.   It  is  hoped  that  nurses  will  take  advantage  of  these 
scholarships  and  that  many  more  applications  will  be  submitted  for  the  I962-63 
academic  year.

With  the  exception  of  rehabilitation  facilities  the  largest  portion  of 
construction  funds  are  utilized  to  provide  for  expansion,  renovation  and 
modernization  of  existing  hospitals  and  health  centers.  The  state  seems  to 
be  fairly  well  covered  yrith  hospitals  and  health  centers,  and  now  the  greatest 
need  seems  to  be  expansion  to  accommodate  the  increased  utilization  of  hospi- 
tal beds  and  growth  in  population. 

A  new  rehabilitation  facility  has  been  authorized  for  the  Duke  University 
Medical  Center  and  a  new  Mental  Health  Clinic  to  be  added  to  the  Guilford 
County  Health  Center. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  COIMITTEE  ON  NURSING  AND  NURSING  EDUCATION

The  North  Carolina  Committee  on  Nursing  and  Nursing  Education  met  during 
the  past  year  in  the  spacious,  air  conditioned  conference  room  of  the  North 
Carolina  Memorial  Hospital,  Chapel  Hill,  through  the  courtesy  of  Dr.  Robert  R. 
Cadmus,  administrator. 

Officers  elected  for  the  year  1961  are:  Miss  Miriam  Daughtry,  Chairmanj 
Mrs.  Priscilla  Ballance,  Vice  Chairman;  Mr.  Woodrow  Price,  Secretary. 

Meetings  throughout  the  year  have  been  interesting  and  lively;  the  infor- 
mation brought  by  various  members  and  committees  were  instructive  and  thought 
provoking . 

The  report  of  the  Public  Relations  and  Recruitment  Committees  study  to 
ascertain  reasons  for  nursing  students  entering  and/or  withdrawing  from  schools 
of  nursing,  sponsored  by  the  Duke  Endowment,  has  enjoyed  a  wide  distribution 
throughout  the  state.  The  findings  were  indeed  interesting  and  will  provide 
an  enlightened  basis  for  future  recruitment  programs  for  schools  of  nursing. 

Discussion  at  the  April  meeting  ti'as  concerned  with  the  relationship  of 
the  North  Carolina  Committee  on  Nursing  and  Nursing  Education  and  the  North 
Carolina  Commission  on  patient  care. 

Recommendations  were  made  that  a  study  group,  composed  of  members  from 
each  committee,  be  appointed  to  "look  into  a  refinement  of  purpose  of  both 
groups  with  a  view  toward  merger." 

With  the  challenge  facing  Nursing  and  Nursing  Education  in  North  Carolina 
today,  the  membership  reaffirms  its  belief  in  the  purposes  of  these  committees 
and  in  the  necessity  for  promoting  further  the  study,  the  exchange  and  the 
implementation  of  ideas  supporting  these  purposes.

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NORTH  CAROLINA  COMMITTEE 
AMERICAN  NURSES'  FOUNDATION  FUND-RAISING  CAMPAIGN 
Mrs.  Eloise  R.  Lewis,  R.  N.,  Chapel  Hill,  and 
Lee  Parker,  Raleigh,  Co-Chainnen 

The  North  Carolina  campaign  for  the  American  Nurses'  Foxindation  is  a  year 
old  this  month.  Just  a  year  ago  we  launched  our  fund-raising  campaign  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  occasion  marked  one  of  the  most  significant  steps  ever  taken  by  the 
nursing  profession.  Never  before  had  nurses — as  a  profession — organized  them- 
selves in  a  cangjaign  effort  to  seek  funds  for  a  program  which  would  advance 
nursing  practice  and  health  care  in  the  nation. 

Attendance  at  the  initial  meeting  bore  testimony  of  North  Carolina  nurses' 
belief  in  an  all-out  effort  to  meet  our  campaign  goal  of  $20,169.  This  has 
been  an  exciting  experience  for  those  who  have  actively  participated.  Although 
we  are  far  from  our  goal,  this  campaign  has  given  us  the  opportunity  of  telling 
and  selling  the  Foundation's  story,  and  in  so  doing  we  have  effectively 
strengthened  our  program  for  Better  Nursing  Care  Through  Research. 

North  Carolina  contributions  to  the  ANF  Campaign  to  date  total  $ll,U78.l6. 
The  campaign  has  been  extended  through  the  current  convention  to  give  North 
Carolina  nurses  opportunity  to  meet  our  quota.  Most  other  states  also  are  ex- 
tending the  campaign.  Six  have  exceeded  their  quotas,  and  they  are  Delaware, 
Hawaii,  Maine,  Oklahoma,  South  Dakota,  and  the  Virgin  Islands.  North  Carolina 
is  among  the  l6  which  have  otained  as  much  as  00  per  cent  of  quota. 

Most  of  our  district  associations  have  set  up  an  ANF  committee  and  have 
participated.  We  wish  to  give  special  recognition  to  District  Fourteen,  which 
has  raised  $2,230.00  and  which  has  served  as  the  pace-setter  for  North  Carolina. 

State  and  district  associations  adopted  the  slogan,  "Give  or  Get  $5"  as  we 
set  our  sights  on  the  quota.  Many  nurses  responded  by  giving  unsparingly  of 
their  valuable  time,  energy,  and  financial  resources.  We  regret  that  solicita- 
tion of  the  large  industries  and  philanthropic  foundations  was  not  carried  out 
as  planned,  for  we  had  hoped  for  substantial  assistance  from  these  sources.  We 
are  hopeful  that  in  the  remaining  weeks  of  this  year  the  districts  will  them- 
selves approach  these  prospects  and  will  send  this  state  over  the  top. 

The  American  Nurses'  Foundation  has  announced  its  first  nursing  research 
grant  under  its  expanded  program,  made  possible  by  campaign  efforts.  Rancho 
Los  Amigos  Hospital  in  Downey,  California,  has  received  $21,332  for  a  year's 
study  of  nursing  in  relation  to  the  rehabilitation  of  incontinent  elderly 
patients.  The  hospital  plans  a  three-year  study  to  identify  and  test  a  specific 
group  of  nursing  techniques  to  determine  their  usefulness  in  assisting  geriatric 
patients  in  regaining  continence. 

We  hope  the  Silver  Tea  for  Nursing  Research  scheduled  for  T.'ednesday  after- 
noon, October  25,  immediately  following  the  general  program  session  at  this 
convention,  will  generate  renewed  enthusiasm  on  behalf  of  the  ANF  campaign,  ^e 
hope  this  enthusiasm  will  be  carried  back  to  every  district,  so  that  final  dis- 
trict reports  will  bring  us  to  our  goal  and  the  satisfaction  of  having  done  our 
job  well.

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NORTH  CAROL IM  COMMISSION  ON  PATIENT  CARE 
Mrs.  Edith  P.  Brocker,  R.N.,  D\irham,  and 
Ethel  Harrison,  R.N.,  Chapel  Hill,  NCSNA  Representatives 

Mrs.  Brocker:  The  North  Carolina  Commission  on  Patient  Care  has  continued 
to  meet  quarterly  throughout  the  year.  At  each  session  a  stimulating  program 
was  presented  by  outstanding  persons  in  the  health  field.  These  presentations 
are  designed  to  add  helpful  information  to  the  members'  portfolio  of  knowledge 
of  health  services  and  facilities  in  North  Carolina. 

Itinor  changes  were  made  in  the  Bylaws  this  year.  Chairman,  Dr.  H.  L. 
Brockmann,  appointed  a  committee  to  meet  with  a  subcommittee  of  the  N.  C. 
Committee  on  Nursing  and  Nursing  Education  to  study  jointly  the  feasibility  of 
combining  the  two  bodies.  This  ad  hoc  committee  recommended  the  merger  and 
outlined  ways  of  implementing  this  action. 

The  big  problem  that  plagues  the  Commission  is  how  to  stimulate  interest  and 
action  in  local  commissions. 

The  Commission  has  high  hope  of  seeing  rewards  of  past  efforts  under  the 
leadership  of  the  newly  elected  chairman,  Mr.  Ed  Hyed. 

Miss  Harrison:  This  Commission  is  an  organization  concerned  with  stimula- 
ting, assisting  in,  and  sponsoring  activities  which  will  contribute  to  the  care 
of  the  patient.  Its  members  are  representatives  from  the  Medical  Society  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  the  North  Carolina  Hospital  Association,  the  North 
Carolina  State  Nurses'  Association,  the  North  Carolina  League  for  Nursing,  the 
North  Carolina  Licensed  Practical  Nurse  Association,  and  the  public. 

The  Commission  continued  to  meet  quarterly  this  year.  The  information  and 
discussions  presented  at  these  times  provided  for  better  understanding  of  pro- 
blems and  programs  of  the  represented  groups  and  served  as  a  source  of  informa- 
tion about  trends  and  actions  which  will  influence  or  affect  patient  care.

Of  interest  to  all  was  the  appointment  of  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  composed  of 
members  from  the  N.C.  Commission  on  Patient  Care  and  the  N.C.  Committee  on 
Nursing  and  Nursing  Education  to  study  the  question  of  a  merger  of  these  two 
organizations.  ^  report  was  submitted  to  each  organiztion  at  their  July 
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meeting  and  each  organization  voted  to  approve  the  merger.  The  special  A.d  Hoc 
Committee  was  further  assigned  the  responsibility  of  drawing  up  regulations  for 
the  newly  merged  group. 

NORTH  CAROLIM  MENTAL  HEALTH  COUNCIL 
Mrs.  Evangeline  S,  Poulos,  R.N.,  Chapel  Hill,  NCSNA  &  NCLN 

Representative 

This  Council  composed  of  approximately  twenty  members  has  a  schedule  of 
quarterly  meetings,  set  up  to  coincide  with  the  University  year.  At  the  Council 
meetings,  representatives  of  the  various  agencies  have  discussed  matters  of  mu- 
tual concern  and  have  reported  progress  in  their  own  programs  in  relation  to  the 
mental  health  needs  of  the  State.  A  report  from  this  group  is  made  to  the 
Governor  annually  along  with  recommendations  for  improving  mental  health  in  the 
State . 

At  the  September  meeting,  the  problem  of  mental  patients  in  jails  and  the 
need  for  more  psychiatric  beds  in  general  hospitals  received  major  attention. 
The  Council  became  aware  that  many  complex  problems  were  involved  including 
admission  policies  of  local  hospitals,  availability  of  personnel,  attitudes  of 
hospital  employees  at  all  levels,  financial  arrangements,  etc.   It  was  decided 
to  accept  the  suggestion  of  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Medical  Care  Com- 
mission that  he  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Mental  Health  Council  agree  upon  a 
"statement  of  principle  which  could  be  submitted  to  the  North  Carolina  Hospitals 
Association  and  the  State  Medical  Society  for  review  and  recommendations  by  the 
indicated  committees  or  councils  within  these  organizations."  No  further  re- 
port has  been  made. 

At  this  time  it  was  reported  that  the  population  of  our  State  hospitals 
continues  to  decrease  slightly.  There  has  been  a  decrease  of  l|  per  cent  in 
the  total  number  of  patients  in  the  hospitals  over  the  past  five  years  but  an 
increase  of  106  per  cent  in  admissions.  Contrasted  with  the  five-year  period 
immediately  preceding  this,  the  population  increased  12  per  cent  and  the  ad- 
missions, 23  per  cent. 

In  the  area  of  nursing,  your  previous  representative  reported  that  the  two 
year  pilot  study,  co-sponsored  by  the  National  League  for  Nursing  and  the 
American  Psychiatric  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  Teachers  of 
Psychiatric  Aides  was  now  complete  and  a  report  was  available  for  review.  The 
project  comprised  four  states — namely.  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Tenn- 
essee, and  Arkansas,  and  presented  programs  which  combined  clinical  experience 
with  seminar  teaching  in  several  of  the  State  Hospitals.  The  University  of 
North  Carolina  School  of  Nursing  served  as  headquarters  for  the  project  staff 
during  this  study. 

It  was  also  reported  that  through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Hargrove,  the  position 
of  Psychiatric  Nursing  Consultant  has  been  created  to  serve  the  North  Carolina 
State  Hospitals  and  Training  Schools.  The  person  who  fills  this  position  will 
be  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  School  of  Nurs- 
ing but  will  be  responsible  for  evaluating  nursing  standards  and  helping  to 
develop  educational  programs  which  will  upgrade  the  nursing  care  of  patients 
in  these  State  institutions.  The  position  has  not  been  filled,  but  letters 
have  gone  out  to  those  in  key  positions  in  nursing  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  highly 
qualified  psychiatric  nurse  may  soon  be  found  to  serve  in  this  capacity.  This 
is  a  new  thing,  at  least  in  the  South,  and  it  should  help  considerably  in  im- 
proving the  quality  of  nursing  services. 
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The  December  meeting  was  devoted  to  a  presentation  by  Dr.  Hargrove  and  his 
staff  of  current  developments  and  plans  of  the  Hospitals  Board  of  Control 
featToring  the  children's  psychiatric  unit  at  Murdoch,  the  program  for  mentally 
ill  adolescents,  the  vocational  rehabilitation  center  at  Caswell,  and  diagnos- 
tic center  for  the  retarded  at  Murdoch,  and  plans  for  research  and  inservice 
training.  Council  members  expressed  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  this  expanding 
progressive  program  and  felt  that  it  should  be  encouraged. 

The  magnitude  of  this  problem  and  the  shortage  of  trained  professional 
people  to  work  witii  mentally  ill  children  is  well  known  and  deeply  felt.  Dr. 
Eugene  Hargrove,  Commissioner  of  Mental  Health,  spoke  of  the  manpower  shortage 
and  the  need  for  more  professional  personnel.  It  was  pointed  out  that  there 
is  also  a  need  for  additional  training  of  personnel  already  in  the  institution, 
since  techniques  and  procedures  change  so  rapidly  in  this  field  and  professional 
people  need  continually  to  be  brought  up  to  date. 

At  the  February  meeting,  the  State  Board  of  Correction  and  Training  described 
in  detail  the  plans  for  the  new  "Juvenile  Evaluation  and  Treatment  Center"  to 
be  opened  at  Swannanoa.  The  Council  had  some  question  about  the  availability 
of  adequate  personnel  in  such  a  remote  location.  It  was  emphasized  that  edu- 
cational training  would  need  to  be  continued  in  the  Center.  It  was  also 
brought  out  that  there  should  be  adequate  provision  for  the  evaluation  of  re- 
sults. There  has  been  no  marked  increase  in  juvenile  delinquency  in  North 
Carolina  as  in  other  states,  but  an  increasing  nimiber  of  children  are  being 
sent  to  correctional  training  schools.  During  the  discussion  on  the  importance 
of  early  detection  of  problem  cases,  a  Council  member  from  the  State  Board  of 
Health  reported  that  a  nurse  in  Elizabeth  City  who  had  applied  the  Glueck  Scale 
of  juvenile  delinquency  prediction  foiind  that  the  screening  device  did  pick  up 
a  high  per  cent  of  those  who  were  later  picked  up  by  the  police. 

Legislation  proposed  by  the  Hospitals  Board  of  Control  regarding  commitment 
procedures  was  discussed,  also  the  proposed  certification  bill  for  psychologists, 
sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Psychological  Association.  No  action  was  re- 
quested or  indicated  as  the  discussion  was  primarily  informative. 

The  May  meeting  featured  a  siommary  of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Director 
of  the  National  Committee  Against  i^fental  Illness  on  the  fiscal  I962  budget  for 
the  National  Institute  of  Mental  Health.  The  report  is  titled  "Bold  Blueprint 
for  Action  Against  Mental  Illness." 

To  those  who  work  in  the  field  of  mental  health,  the  issuance  of  the  final 
report  of  this  commission  in  March  I96I,  was  the  most  exciting  event  of  the 
past  decade.  The  bold  recommendations  in  this  report,  which  have  definite 
implications  for  nursing,  cariy  out  the  instructions  of  the  House  Appropriations 
Sub-committee  for  a  "fresh  comprehensive  look  at  the  entire  problem  of  mental 
illness  in  this  country." 

During  this  final  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year,  reports  were  also  given  on 
North  Carolina  legislation  related  to  mental  health.  Current  legislative 
activities,  as  well  as  other  matters  of  interest  relating  to  nursing  were 
presented  to  Council  members  for  their  information,  and  support. 

Although  much  progress  is  being  made  in  improving  the  mental  health  programs 
in  our  State,  much  still  remains  to  be  done. 

Uy   appointment  to  the  North  Carolina  Mental  Health  Council  in  April  I96I 
followed  the  resignation  of  Miss  Barbara  Bernard.  As  your  representative  I 
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shall  attempt  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  continue  her  fine  work  by  keeping 
nursing  in  the  fore,  utilizing  opportunities  to  emphasize  the  contributions 
nursing  can  make  in  the  field  of  mental  health,  and  pointing  out  how  we  as 
nurses  can  work  cooperatively  with  the  menibers  of  allied  fields  toward  improv- 
ing the  total  mental  health  programs. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  honor  and  opportunity  afforded  me  to  serve  as  repre- 
sentative of  our  State  nursing  organizations  to  this  challenging  and  very 
important  Council.

The  North  Carolina  State  Nurses'  Association  Committee  on  Bylaws  met  on 
January  17,  1961,  to  consider  the  changes  necessary  in  the  district  nurses' 
associations  bylaws  due  to  the  revision  of  the  NCSNA  Bylaws  at  the  I960  NCSNA 
convention. 

In  February,  the  Model  Form  for  Bylaws  for  District  Nurses'  Associations 
was  sent  to  each  district  president  with  a  letter  asking  that  these  be  given 
immediate  consideration  and  returned  for  revieyr  to  the  state  headquarters. 
Since  the  revised  bylaws  provide  for  election  of  delegates  to  the  convention 
by  secret  ballot,  it  is  essential  that  the  districts  revise  their  bylaws  before 
the  state  convention.  Three  reminders,  the  latest  on  August  9,  that  revisions 
should  be  made  were  sent  to  District  Presidents.  Twelve  districts  have  sent 
in  bylaws  to  be  reviewed.  These  have  been  reviewed  and  returned  to  the  dis- 
trict committees  with  suggested  changes  to  conform  with  the  model  form.

There  was  one  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation  and  two  joint  meet- 
ings— one  with  the  Committee  on  Nursing  Care  of  Chronically  111  and  Aged 
(report  found  in  this  Committee's  report)  and  one  with  representatives  of 
collegiate  schools  of  nursing. 
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The  NCSNk-sponsored  State  Scholarship  Program  for  teachers  in  diploma 
schools  of  nursing  was  passed  by  the  General  Assembly.  An  appropriation  of 
$50,000  for  the  biennium  was  approved,  and  the  program  is  being  administered 
by  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Care  Commission. 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  gave  support  to  the  NCSNA  Board  of  Directors 
on  the  Board's  stand  on  Senate  Bill  23  (increasing  licensure  application  fees) 
and  House  Bill  582  (providing  for  an  all-nurse  licensing  board) .  These  measures, 
the  NCSNA  Board's  position,  and  the  legislative  results  were  discussed  in  de- 
tail in  the  June  issue  of  Tar  Heel  Nurse. 

NCSNA  also  follCFwed  the  legislative  progress  of  HB38ii  sponsored  by  the 
Medical  Society  as  enabling  legislation  for  North  Carolina  participation  in  the 
Federal  Medical  Assistance  to  the  Aged  Program.  NCSNA  took  no  position  on  the 
legislation  but  requested  that  nursing  be  represented  on  the  Advisory  Council 
provided  for  in  the  bill.  This  amendment  was  made.  The  legislation  was  passed 
in  the  House  and  defeated  in  the  Senate. 

As  a  member  organization  of  the  State  Legislative  Council,  NCSNA  supported 
their  legislative  program.  The  widows'  allotment  bill  was  passed  to  give  a 
more  adequate  allowance  for  a  widow  and  her  family  to  live  on  while  her  intestate 
husband's  estate  is  being  settled.  The  transportation  bill  for  migrant  workers 
was  passed  and  will  help  to  provide  safer  transportation  for  migrants  in  this 
state.  Bills  on  day  care  center  licens\ire  and  sanitation  measures  for  migrant 
workers  was  defeated. 

On  federal  legislation  we  met  with  representatives  of  collegiate  schools 
of  nursing  and  outlined  steps  to  be  taken  to  support  federal  legislation  for 
nursing,  introduced  in  Congress  by  Senator  Hunphrey  and  Congressman  Staggers. 
These  bills,  S.B.  1353  and  R.  5682,  would  provide  funds  for  instruction,  con- 
struction, and  scholarships  for  collegiate  nursing  education.  Although  it  was 
felt  this  would  not  be  passed  during  this  session  of  Congress,  it  was  necessary 
to  have  material  ready  to  show  the  need  for  such  federal  aid  for  the  next  session. 
We  appreciate  the  help  of  the  representatives  of  the  collegiate  schools  of  nurs- 
ing, the  Board  of  Nurse  Registration  and  Nursing  Education,  and  the  State  Board 
of  Health  in  helping  to  compile  this  information. 

The  Committee  on  Legislation  recognizes  that  a  successful  legislative  pro- 
gram depends  on  the  support  of  all  members.  The  committee  urges  all  nurses, 
especially  those  who  are  leaders  of  districts  and  alumnae  associations,  to 
assume  personal  responsibility  for  learning  -vdiat  the  legislative  needs  of  the 
nursing  profession  are,  to  contact  their  lawmakers,  and  to  acquaint  their 
fellow  citizens  concerning  these  nursing  needs.

The  Committee  met  in  Headquarters  Office,  Raleigh,  on  June  2,  196l,  to 
nominate  officers  for  the  North  Carolina  State  Nurses'  Association  for  1961-62. 
Pursuant  to  the  NCSNA  Bylaws,  this  Committee  sent  communications  on  February  1, 
1961,  to  district  associations  requesting  suggestions  from  DNAs  for  the  NCSNA 
ballot  and  from  district  sections  for  the  various  state  section  ballots. 
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Suggestions  were  received  from  seven  districts.  The  Comaiittee  appreciates 
the  cooperation  of  these  districts  and  urges  all  districts  and  members  in  the 
future  to  participate  in  formulation  of  the  slate  ty  making  suggestions. 
Every  effort  was  made  this  year  to  select  several  qualified  candidates  for  each 
office,  representing  the  various  geographical  areas,  sections,  and  districts 
insofar  as  possible. 

This  year  the  Committee  on  Nominations  was  confronted  iri-th  several  diffi- 
culties. The  first  one  was  the  new  method  for  selecting  delegates  to  the  AflA. 
convention.  These  delegates  and  alternates  now  are  elected  by  secret  ballot — 
two  delegate s-at-large  elected  by  the  NCSNA.  House  of  Delegates  and  the  remain- 
ing delegates  elected  by  the  various  sections.  The  third  delegate-at-large 
is  the  President,  according  to  NCSNA,  Bylaws.  For  the  first  time  the  Committee 
on  Nominations  has  the  responsibility  of  placing  nominees  for  delegates-at- 
large  on  the  NCSNA  ballot.  Section  Nominating  Committees  also  have  the  respon- 
sibility of  nominating  members  to  serve  as  delegates  or  alternates  representing 
the  various  NCSNa  sections.  This  involved  many  more  names  for  the  ballot  and 
many  more  letters  asking  for  consent  to  serve. 

In  i960,  when  the  ANA.  Committee  on  Constitutions  and  Bylaws  reviewed 
proposed  NCSNA  Bylaws,  that  Committee  strongly  recommended  that  it  be  made  a 
policy  in  the  state  association  for  the  executive  secretary  to  appear  on  the 
hallot  for  SNA  delegate-a1>-large  to  ANA  conventions.  Reasons  stressed  were: 
(1)  The  executive  secretary  has  special  understanding  and  knowledge  of  issues 
coming  before  the  convention  because  of  her  daily  contact  with  activities  of 
the  association;   (2)  As  a  delegate,  she  would  be  readily  available  at  all 
times  for  discussion  with  other  members  of  the  delegation;  (3)  Since  the  ANA 
Special  Groups  Section  has  been  changed  to  the  ANA  Counselors,  Executive 
Secretaries,  and  Registrars'  Section,  which  has  no  state  sections,  it  is  no 
longer  possible  for  the  executive  secretary  to  serve  as  a  delegate  representing 
her  own  section;  (U)  To  function  effectively,  the  executive  secretary  must 
attend  all  ANA  conventions  and  special  meetings.  Thus,  as  a  delegate,  she 
could  serve  the  SM  in  two  capacities  at  the  same  time. 

The  NCSNA  Board  of  Directors,  at  annual  meeting  on  October  25,  I960, 
voted  to  establish  this  policy—that  the  name  of  the  executive  secretary  appear 
on  the  state  ballot  for  ANA  delegate-at-large. 

The  work  of  the  Nominating  Committees  has  been  difficult  this  year  because 
of  the  large  number  of  refusals  to  accept  nomination.  A  total  of  292  members 
were  approached  by  the  state  and  section  Nominating  Committees.  Of  these.  111 
refused  and  33  did  not  reply. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  wish  to  thank  the  nominees  for  their  willing- 
ness to  serve  and  the  members  of  district  associations  for  their  cooperation 
in  sending  in  suggestions.

Mrs.  Ernestine  M.  Bitting,  R.N.,  Durham,  Chairman 

Other  members  of  this  Committee  are  Mrs.  Queen  W.  Bell,  Salisbury,  and 
Mrs.  Mary  Nelson,  Winston-Salem. 

The  purpose  of  this  Committee  is  as  follows:  Prepare  and  revise  state 
standards  for  professional  registries  in  accordance  with  the  registry  standards 
of  the  ANA;  outline  procedures  which  T/ill  guide  districts  in  the  development  of 
a  sound  registry  program;  evaluate  registries  on  the  basis  of  the  state  stand- 
ards for  approval  as  professional  registries;  re-evaluate  all  professional 
registries  periodically  to  determine  whether  they  meet  the  standards  for  pro- 
fessional registries. 

The  first  of  two  meetings  of  this  Committee  was  held  on  ifay  19,  1961,  at 
the  Sir  Walter  Hotel,  Raleigh,  in  conjunction  with  the  North  Carolina  State 
Nurses'  Association  Professional  Counseling  and  Placement  Service  Committee 
for  an  all  day  conference  featuring  Mrs.  Evelyn  Ferguson,  Associate  Executive 
Secretary,  ANA  PC&PS.  Mrs.  Ferguson  discussed  the  history  and  functions  of  the 
ANA  PC&PS  and  its  relationship  to  other  ANA  programs.  "PC&PS  is  nurse  centered, 
as  opposed  to  commercial  or  other  agencies"  said  Mrs.  Ferguson.  Mrs.  Marie  B. 
Noell,  Executive  Secretary,  NCSNA,  delightfully  inspired  the  combined  group 
with  her  history  of  NCSNA  PC&PS,  anecdoting  the  early  trials  of  the  state  of- 
fice, their  courage  and  progress.  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Registry  re- 
lated the  PC&PS  program  to  the  Nurses'  Professional  Registries.  Members  of  the 
Committee  discussed  the  functions  of  the  District  PC&PS  Committee. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  in  Headquarters  Office, 
September  27,  1961,  to  consider  the  study  of  nurses'  professional  registries, 
summary  of  findings  and  conclusions  of  ANA  Special  Committee  on  Nurses'  Pro- 
fessional Registries.  The  Committee  recommended  that  Nurses'  Professional 
Registries  be  evaluated  early  in  1962. 

Correspondence  with  the  nine  official  registries  of  NCSNA  reveals  that 
during  the  quarter  April,  May,  and  June,  196l,  the  total  number  of  professional 
registrants  for  the  entire  state  numbers  only  650.   (There  are  225  LPN's  listed 
with  four  of  the  nine  registries.)  The  mean  average  is  75  registrants  per 
registry  -  highest  lUO  registrants  -  lowest  19  registrants.  A  total  of  220U 
calls  went  unfilled  during  this  three-month  period;   these  were,  in  the  main, 
3-11  calls,  and  11-7  calls. 

So,  problems  facing  the  registries  of  the  state  remain  unchanged:  not 
nearly  enough  nurses  in  the  private  duty  field,  especially  for  3-11  and  11-7 
tours;  most  registries  are  barely  meeting  their  budgets,  some  are  drawing 
from  savings  in  order  that  they  might  maintain  a  minimum  salary  for  qualified 
registrars;  most  districts  feel  they  can  not  penalize  the  private  duty  nurse 
further  by  raising  the  fees  charged.  However,  if  there  were  enough  private 
duty  nurses  to  fill  calls  received,  it  is  believed  that  there  would  be  more 
than  enough  money  to  balance  an  adequate  budget. 

COMMITTEE  ON  PROFESSIONAL  COUNSELING  AND  PLACEMENT  SERVICE 
Mrs.  Edna  B.  Crook,  R.N.,  Fayetteville,  Chairman

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The  primary  functions  of  this  Comniittee  are  (1)  to  serve  in  an  advisory- 
capacity  to  NCSNA  Board  of  Directors  with  regard  to  PC&PS  (2)  to  assist  with 
interpretation  and  promotion  of  the  program  (3)  set-up  criteria  for  district 
PC&PS  activities. 

A.  one-day  conference  on  PC&PS  was  held  at  the  Sir  Walter  Hotel,  Raleigh, 
May  19,  1961.  The  purpose  of  the  conference  was  to  activate  and  strengthen 
District  PC&PS  Committees  and  to  help  committee  members  better  understand 
their  functions  in  assisting  PC&PS  to  serve  NCSM.  members  more  effectively. 
The  chairmen  of  the  District  PC&PS  Committees  and  one  or  two  additional  repre- 
sentatives from  each  district  were  invited j  also  Registrars  of  Nurses'  Pro- 
fessional Registries.  Mrs.  Evelyn  Ferguson,  Associate  Executive  Secretary  of 
ANA  in  charge  of  the  Professional  Counseling  and  Placement  Service  was  the 
kejnote  speaker  and  served  as  a  consultant  for  the  remainder  of  the  program. 
Other  features  of  the  program  included  panel  "Functions  of  District  PC&PS 
Committee"  composed  of  committee  members.  Mrs.  Ernestine  Bitting  spoke  on 
"Relationship  of  PC&PS  to  Nurses'  Professional  Registries".  Mrs.  Jfarie  B. 
Noell  discussed  the  "History  of  NCSNA  PC&PS.   It  was  an  interesting  and  en- 
lightening day  for  those  that  attended.  Although  the  number  vras  small,  there 
was  representation  from  various  sections  of  the  state. 

The  following  suggestions  were  made  on  what  Districts  can  do  to  promote 
the  PC&PS  program: 

1.  Have  a  program  on  functions  of  PC&PS  at  least  once  a  year. 

2.  Display  material  on  Bulletin  Boards  in  Hospitals,  Health  Departments, 
and  other  locations  i/rtiere  nurses  are  employed. 

3.  See  that  all  new  graduates  have  material  available  for  registering 
with  PC&PS. 

h-     Contact  directly  nurses  and  employers  of  nurses  frequently  advising 
them  of  the  advantages  of  this  unique  Service. 

5.  Publicize  the  State  Counselor's  visits  -  assist  with  planning  for 
meeting  place  and  setting  up  schedule. 

6.  Give  report  of  the  District  Committee  activities  at  each  district 
meeting. 

7.  Haire  student  nurses  to  participate  in  program  on  PC&PS. 

A  meeting  of  the  Committee  was  held  immediately  following  the  one-day 
conference.  The  nEiiibers  of  the  Committee  believe  that  activities  of  the  Dis- 
trict PC&PS  Committee  is  most  important  in  helping  PC&PS  serve  the  individual 
member  effectively. 

COMMITTEE  ON  PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  PRACTICE 
Mrs.  Edith  P.  Brocker,  R.N.,  Durham,  Chairman 

The  NCSNA  Committee  on  Professional  Nursing  Practice  met  in  January  and 
June.  We  continue  to  seek  a  clearer  understanding  of  our  purposes  and  functions. 
ne   have  reviewed  the  materials  made  available  from  ANA  that  seem  relevant  to  our 
tasks  and  we  have  begun  an  exploration,  in  a  very  united  way,  some  of  the  reports 
of  incompetencies  of  professional  nurses  and  the  employment  of  unqualified 
persons. 

The  Committee  is  aware  that  yre  must  deal  both  with  the  professional  controls 
that  may  be  exercised  by  our  professional  organization  and  the  legal  controls 
administered  by  tne  North  Carolina  Board  of  Nurse  Registration  and  Nursing 
Education.  We  also  know  that  in  nearly  eveiy  circumstance  both  agencies  will 
need  to  cooperate  to  the  fullest  extent.  In  every  incidence  of  iiicompetency, 
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every  act  or  word  of  unauthorized  or  unqualified  practice,  it  means  dealing 
with  our  own  colleagues  and  it  is  our  wish  that  any  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Committee  will  be  a  positive  and  helpful  experience  for  everyone  concerned. 
It  is  not  within  the  purview  of  this  Committee  to  be  a  spying  or  policing 
agency  but  rather  to  help  all  of  us  raise  the  quality  of  nursing  practice. 

In  our  work,  we  find  our  task  inextricably  woven  into  the  programs  other 
major  committees  such  as:  the  Legislative,  Membership,  FS&Q,  etc.,  and  we  have 
no  intentions  of  overstepping  or  taking  over  their  functions.  Therefore,  be- 
fore we  launch  an  active  program,  we  are  asking  these  committees  several 
questions  and  there  are  three  questions  we  would  pose  to  the  membership: 

1.  Would  you  communicate  to  us  examples  of  unqualified  nursing 
practices  that  have  been  reported  to  you  so  we  may  have  a  broader 
understanding  of  the  types  of  problems  involved  and  a  more  nearly 
accurate  estimate  of  the  extent  of  the  problems? 

2.  Do  you  have  knowledge  of  unqualified  persons  en^iloyed  as  pro- 
fessional nvirses?  "lould  you  describe  the  circumstances  to  us? 

3.  Would  you  suggest  how  you  think  our  Committee  can  raise  the 
quality  of  professional  nursing  in  our  state? 

We  wish  we  could  share  our  Committee  with  everyone — it  is  a  serious,  hard- 
working, dedicated  group  of  nurses  wanting  so  much  to  fulfil  the  mandate  of  the 
resolution  adopted  by  our  House  of  Delegates  at  the  AM  Convention  in  1958.  We 
covet  the  suggestions  and  support  of  the  membership. 

COMMITTEE  ON  PROMOTION  OF  PRCGRkM,  PUBLIC  RELATIONS,  AND  MEIffiERSHIP

The  Committee  on  Promotion  of  ANA  Program,  Public  Relations  and  Membership 
met  in  Headquarters  Office,  May  18,  I961,  with  Ruby  Dameron,  Chairman,  presid- 
ing. Others  present  were,  representing  their  sections.  Ruby  vaison,  EAGT; 
Martha  Adams,  NSA;  Margaret  McCotter,  HN;  Mrs.  Evelyn  Hasty  and  Clara  Henderson, 
PH;  Mrs.  Ada  Poole,  Office;  Atha  Howell,  NCSNA  President;  Mrs.  Marie  B.  Noell, 
Executive  Secretary;  Helen  E.  Peeler,  Associate  Executive  Secretary;  and 
Margaret  Wood,  Assistant  Executive  Secretary,  NCSNA. 

Activities  on  membership  promotion  on  SNA  and  DNA  level  were  summarized 
and  reviewed,  along  with  Miss  Mathilda  Scheuer's  message  in  the  AJN,  ANA 
membership  memos,  ANA  in  Review.  Miss  Scheuer's  message  pointed  out  the  re- 
sults of  an  ANA  survey  conducted  a  few  years  ago  which  showed  that  a  big  reason 
nurses  do  not  join  their  professional  association  is  that  they  have  never  been 
asked  I 

After  much  discussion  regarding  membership  and  public  relations,  especially 
internal  public  relations,  the  following  facts  were  outlined  as  important  factors 
m  membership  promotion: 

1.  ANA  and  its  constituent  SNAs  and  DNAs  are  voluntary  organiza- 
tions; therefore  membership  must  be  on  a  voluntary  basis,  but 
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should  be  strongly  urged.   K  membership  is  a  requirement 
of  employment,  it  should  be  on  the  basis  that  it  is  part  of 
the  preparation  and  qualification  for  a  professional  nurse. 

2.  Personal  contact  is  a  "must"  in  membership  promotion.  All 
printed  material  dispatched  from  ANA,  NCSNA,  and  DMs  must 
be  followed  by  personal  contact,  special  invitation  to  join 
and  strong  encouragement  in  order  for  the  material  to  be 
effective . 

3.  Professional  organizations,  their  functions  and  importance 
of  membership  should  be  constantly  and  strongly  emphasized 
to  members  of  nursing  staffs  and  at  least  three  times  during 
the  life  of  the  student  nurse —  In  Fundamentals  of  Nursing 
Course,  Professional  Adjustments  or  Social  Foiindation  Courses 
and  in  Senior  Interviews. 

h.     Employers  of  nurses,  especially  directors  of  nurses  and  directors 
of  nursing  service  should  constantly  encourage  membership  when 
meeting  with  staff  members  in  groups  and  individually  and  at  the 
time  of  employment. 

5.  Nurses  must  believe  in  their  own  professional  association. 

6.  Well  planned  informative  programs  can  increase  both  member- 
ship and  attendance  at  meetings. 

7.  Nurses  must  "beware"  of  "strong  pressures"  and  "influences" 
of  other  disciplines  which  may  discourage  membership. 

The  group  agreed  that  it  was  important  for  these  factors  in  membership 
promotion  to  be  called  to  the  attention  of  the  presidents  of  DNAs  at  their 
luncheon  at  the  Annual  Convention. 

The  program  plans  for  the  Annual  Convention  to  be  held  in  Asheville, 
October  2L-27,  I96I  were  discussed.  The  Convention  program  was  outlined  as  to 
schedule  of  time,  rooms  and  other  available  facilities  for  program  and  section 
meetings.  A  tentative  program  was  planned  around  the  theme,  "Meeting  the  Needs 
of  Nurses  Through  ANA".

Meetings  of  the  Committee  were  held  on  January  13,  March  10,  and  September 
11,  1961. 

During  the  year  this  Committee  concentrated  on  the  need  for  nursing  care 
in  the  home,  especially  for  chronically  ill  and  aged  individuals.  There  was 
considerable  study  of  legislation  relating  to  medical  assistance  for  the  aged. 
Means  of  including  nursing  services  in  the  home  in  such  a  program  were  con- 
sidered and  recommendations  were  submitted  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Nurses' 
Association  Board  of  Directors  and  through  the  board  to  the  State  Health  Dir- 
ector and  the  State  Board  of  Public  'Welfare. 

One  of  the  big  jobs  ahead  of  this  Committee  now  is  in  the  area  of  develop- 
ing methods  for  implementing,  planning  and  preparation  for  initiation  of  more 
professional  nursing  services  to  be  available  in  the  home  in  all  localities 
of  the  state. 

The  Committee  has  made  several  recommendations  to  the  NCSNA  Board  of  Dir- 
ectors regarding:  nursing  resources,  a  study  of  bedside  nursing  care  in  homes, 
and  legislative  needs  in  this  area.

This  Committee  has  had  a  busy  and  informative  year.  On  November  7,  I960 
the  chairman  talked  with  a  seminar  group  of  twenty  senior  student  nurses  and 
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three  graduates  working  on  their  B.S.  Degrees  at  the  UNC  School  of  Nursing, 
Chapel  Hill.  This  group  of  nurses  was  most  interested  in  the  role  of  nurses 
in  National  Disaster. 

On  May  11,  1961  the  chairman  talked  with  the  senior  class  at  the  Rex 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  Raleigh,  on  Nursing  in  Disaster.  The  class  con- 
sisted of  forty- three  students  who  were  divided  into  two  discussion  groups. 
This  was  a  most  enthusiastic  group. 

August  10,  1961  the  chairman  represented  the  Committee  at  an  organizational 
meeting  at  the  Cooper  Memorial  Health  Building  in  Raleigh.  There  were  eighteen 
persons  present  at  this  meeting  representing  NCSNA,  2;   North  Carolina  League 
for  Nursing,  3;  North  Carolina  State  Board  of  Health,  6;  United  States  Public 
Health  Service,  Region  III,  3;  American  Red  Cross  Nursing  Service,  2;   and  North 
Carolina  Board  of  Nurse  Registration  and  Nursing  Education,  2.  The  purposes  of 
the  meeting  were  to  hear  discussion  by  iir.   Donald  G,  Lederman,  Health  Mobiliza- 
tion, United  States  Public  Health  Service,  Region  III  and  to  develop  plans  for 
an  educational  program  to  reach  a  maximum  number  of  nurses  throughout  the  state 
within  the  next  year,  with  education  as  to  the  professional  nurses'  role  in 
disaster  nursing.   It  was  decided  that  the  Committee  should  be  known  as  the 
"Disaster  Nursing  Planning  Committee"  with  Janet  E.  Campbell,  Nurse  Consultant, 
State  Board  of  Health,  as  chairman  and  should  consist  of  one  representative  of 
each  of  the  following  organizations;

On  September  11,  I961  the  above  named  Committee  met  at  the  Cooper  Memorial 
Health  Building  in  Raleigh  with  Or.   Cross j  Mary  McColm,  North  Carolina  College 
at  Durham  and  NCLNj  Dr.  Charles  B,  Kendall,  Deputy  Medical  Director  of  North 
Carolina  Civil  Defense  Agency.  Dr.  George  Paschal,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Procurement  and  Assignment,  Medical  Society  of  North  Carolina  and 
Mrs.  Rubye  Barnes,  North  Carolina  Board  of  Nurse  Registration  and  Nursing  Edu- 
cation were  unable  to  attend.  The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  begin  to 
formulate  an  educational  plan  for  nurses  of  North  Carolina  in  disaster  nursing. 

It  was  decided  at  this  meeting  to  ask  the  NCSNA  Board  of  Directors  to  re- 
quest each  district  association  to  conpile  a  list  of  inactive,  non-registered 
professional  nurses  in  each  district  for  future  use  as  emergency  personnel  to 
man  the  Civil  Defense  Emergency  200  Bed  Hospitals.   It  was  also  decided  to  try 
to  work  out  some  type  of  course  content  outline  in  conjunction  with  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross  Niirsing  Service  for  a  special  educational  course  for  a  maximum 
number  of  professional  nurses  in  North  Carolina  in  emergency  disaster  nursing. 

The  group  plans  to  meet  again  October  12,  I96I  prior  to  the  NCSNA  conven- 
tion in  Asheville,  North  Carolina. 

All  in  all  this  has  been  a  busy  and  most  profitable  year  for  this  Com- 
mittee. As  chairman,  all  I  can  say  is,  "Thank  you",  to  each  and  everyone  who 
has  helped  me  and  cooperated  with  me  to  make  this  our  best  year  yet,  especially 
to  Miss  Carroll  and  Miss  Bradley. 
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SPECIAL  COMVIITTEE  ON 
NURSING  IN  PREPAID  MEDICAL"  CARE  PLANS

Other  members  of  the  Committee  are  Mrs.   Mary  Ruth  Griffin,  Rocky  Mount; 
Mrs.  Mary  K.  Kneedler,  Raleigh;  and  Caroline  Singletary,  Winston-Salem. 

The  Committee  met  once  on  January  k,   1961,  with  Dr.  Ellen  Winston, 
Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare  and  certain  NCSNA  committee  chairmen  and  other 
members  in  key  leadership  positions,  to  discuss  the  new  federal  program  of 
Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged.  The  conference  took  place  in  the  Welfare 
Department  Building  in  Raleigh.  The  purpose  of  the  conference  was  to  discuss 
the  need  for  professional  nursing  care  in  the  home  for  persons  65  years  of  age 
or  older  who  would  qualify  for  the  new  federal  program  known  as  Medical  Assist- 
ance for  the  Aged. 

Dr.  Winston' s  department,  under  the  new  federal  legislation,  would  have 
administered  the  MiA  program  and  she  was  preparing  a  tentative  plan  to  be  sub- 
mitted for  approval,  as  well  as  preparing  proposed  enabling  legislation  to  be 
presented  to  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly  in  February. 

Dr.  Winston  requested  a  statement  from  NCSNA  concerning  home  nursing 
visits — the  need,  availability  of  nursing  personnel,  average  visits  needed  per 
patient,  and  length  of  time  per  visit.  Mrs.  Mary  Edith  Rogers,  Charlotte  City 
Health  Department  and  Miss  Atha  Howell,  Guilford  County  Health  Department, 
agreed  to  make  studies  of  case  records  in  their  respective  public  health  de- 
partments to  show  the  average  nxunber  of  nursing  visits  per  patient  65  years  or 
older  in  one  year,  and  the  average  length  of  each  visit. 

Dr.  Winston  further  asked  NCSNA  for  information  to  substantiate  the  posi- 
tion that  home  nursing  visits  could  be  included  in  the  MAA  program,  from  the 
standpoint  of  available  nursing  personnel,  and  would  be  an  econon^y  through  re- 
duction of  expenses  of  hospitalization  for  elderly  citizens.  NCSNA  agreed  to 
prepare  a  brief  for  Dr.  Winston  showing  that  nurses  are  available  for  home 
nursing  visits  and  that  these  nurses  can  give  competent  care.  Mrs.  Noell  point- 
ed out  that  the  NCSNA  Private  Duty  Section  already  had  established  a  statewide 
hourly  fee.  It  was  stressed  that  authority  to  evaluate  nurses  for  a  MAA  program 
should  not  rest  with  the  Welfare  Department  but  should  rest  with  the  nursing 
profession  in  cooperation  with  official  registries,  health  departments  or 
hospital  nursing  offices. 

A  report  of  this  Committee  meeting  was  given  the  NCSNA  Committee  on  Nurs- 
ing Care  of  the  Chronically  111  and  Aged.  Many  of  the  above  points  were  dis- 
cussed further  and  plans  were  made  to  furnish  information  to  Dr.  Winston  to 
substantiate  inclusion  of  home  nursing  visits  in  the  Medical  Assistance  for  the 
Aged  program. 

Legislation  which  would  have  enabled  North  Carolina  to  participate  in  the 
MAA  program  failed  to  pass  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly

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The  Executive  Committee  met  three  times  during  the  year.  At  the  November 
l6j  i960  meeting  standing  and  special  committee  appointments  were  made.  Sug- 
gestions of  speakers  and  subjects  for  the  meeting  of  the  EACT  Section  at  the 
ANA.  convention  were  sent  to  national  headquarters.  The  work  and  plans  of  the 
standing  and  special  committees  were  reviewed  and  discussed  at  the  April  Ss 
1961  meeting.  Also,  budget  requests  for  the  year  I96I-62  were  approved.  On 
May  2U,  196l  a  report  on  the  institute  held  on  May  3,  1961  at  Greensboro  was 
submitted,  and  the  program  session  for  the  section  at  the  annual  meeting  dis- 
cussed. Tentative  plans  were  made  for  revision  of  minimum  employment  standards. 

iifhen  it  was  determined  that  Ruth  Dalrymple,  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  could  no  longer  fill  that  office  due  to  her  absence  from  the  state, 
the  Executive  Committee  approved  by  mail  the  appointment  of  Ruby  L.  Wilson  to 
fill  Miss  Dalrymple 's  unexpired  term. 

Membership  of  the  EACT  Section  as  of  September  30,  196I  was  30U. 

Committee  Reports; 

Committee  on  Functions,  Standards,  and  Qualifications,  Mrs.  Eva  W.  Warren, 
Chairman,  with  Joyce  Crane  and  Ida  Collie  as  members. 

Questionnaires  were  mailed  to  each  current  EACT  member  (approximately 
three  hundred)  the  first  of  the  year,  asking  for  comments  on  a  proposed  state- 
ment of  qualifications  for  educational  administrators  and  teachers  prepared  by 
the  ANA  Committee  on  FS&Q.  Fifty-seven  questionnaires  were  returned  with 
valuable  comments.  A  composite  report  was  prepared  and  sent  to  the  ANA  Com- 
mittee . 

A  second  request  was  received  from  the  ANA  Committee  for  comments  on  a 
revised  proposed  statement  of  qualifications  for  educational  administrators 
and  teachers.  The  statement  incorporated  many  of  the  suggestions  made  by  our 
members.  The  revised  statement  will  be  reviewed  by  the  FS&Q  Committee  of  the 
EACT  Section,  and  a  report  will  be  sent  to  the  national  committee. 

Committee  on  Rules — Mrs.  Helen  S.  Miller,  Chairman,  with  Lake  Allen  and 
Louise  Taylor,  members.  The  necessary  revision  of  rules  and  bylaws  for  the 
EACT  Section,  North  Carolina  State  Nurses'  Association,  in  order  to  conform 
with  those  of  the  American  Nurses'  Association  has  been  done.  This  revision 
appears  in  the  I96I  copy  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Nurses'  Association 
Handbook  of  Bylaws  and  Rules  of  Sections. 

Committee  on  Program — Ruby  L.  Wilson  and  Mary  McRee,  Co-Chairmen,  v/ith 
Alice  Boehret  and  Mrs.  Gwendolyn  Andrews,  members.  The  EACT  Program  Committee 
held  one  official  meeting  in  Raleigh  at  state  headquarters  office  January  11, 
1961.  At  this  meeting  it  was  decided  to  hold  a  one-day  institute  at  Woman's 
College,  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  on  May  3,  196I.  The  theme  selected  was 
"Clinical-Nursing—iThat  Do  You  Teach?"  It  was  also  decided  at  this  time  to 
have  a  speaker  for  the  EACT  Program  Meeting  at  the  Fall  Convention  of  the  NCSKA. 
Names  of  several  nursing  leaders  were  suggested  for  consideration. 

The  EACT  Section  Institute  was  held  in  May  with  the  following  registra- 
tion: 82  participants  (total),  11  non-members,  I6  student  nurses  from  Woman's 
College.  The  theme,  "Clinical  Nursing— What  Do  You  Teach?"  seemed  to  be  a 
timely  topic,  as  the  evaluations  indicated  the  institute  to  be  a  success  and 
requests  were  for  more  institutes  in  the  clinical  area  of  nursing.  Ann 
Jacobansky,  Dean  of  Duke  University  School  of  Nursing,  was  the  keynote 
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speaker,  with  "Factors  Influencing  Course  Content"  as  the  subject  of  her 
address.  Sixteen  faculty  members  from  various  diploma  and  degree  schools  of 
nursing  served  as  leaders  of  small  groups  that  were  divided  according  to  the 
clinical  areas  of  medicine-surgery,  pediatrics,  obstetrics,  and  maternal  and 
child  health.  Several  suggestions  for  discussion  topics  were  referred  to  both 
the  J%dical-Surgical  Council  and  the  ivfatemal-Child  Health  Council  of  North 
Carolina  League  for  Nursing. 

The  Program  Committee  has  tentatively  planned  for  another  institute  next 
spring,  although  the  topic  has  not  yet  been  selected. 

Dr.  Martha  Rogers,  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Nursing  Education  at  New 
York  University,  will  be  the  speaker  for  the  EA.CT  Program  ifeeting  at  the  annual 
NCSNA.  Convention,  October  26,  1961,  in  Asheville.  The  program  will  follow  a 
luncheon  and  the  subject  will  be  "Collegiate  Resources  for  Programs  in  Nursing." 

Committee  on  Nominations — Thelma  M.  Ingles,  Chairman,  with  mfrs.  Elinor  E. 
Medlin  and  Ida  Collie,  members.  The  Committee  on  Nominations  prepared  the 
slate  of  officers  for  presentation  to  the  annual  business  meeting. 

Special  Committee  for  Advancing  Nursing  Education — Janis  H.  David,  Chair- 
inan;  Ann  Pleasants  Tnite,  Sylvia  Kiger,  ^ry   E.  Francis,  Clyde  Hogshed,  Dorothy 
Dixon,  Vivian  Culver,  and  Myra.   wJaxwell,  members.   This  Committee  did  not  meet 
as  a  group  during  I96O-6I  but  conducted  its  business  by  mail. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  section  this  Committee  was  requested  to 
compile  a  list  of  colleges  in  North  Carolina  and  the  courses  offered  in  each 
to  be  distributed  to  the  nurses  in  the  state.  However,  because  of  the  frequent 
changes  which  occur  in  course  content  and  number,  this  idea  was  discarded. 
Instead  the  Committee  members  decided  to  use  themselves  as  resource  persons. 
Each  Committee  member  was  assigned  nursing  districts  near  where  they  live  and 
asked  to  obtain  the  catalogues  of  the  colleges  located  in  these  districts.  The 
Committee  chairman  wrote  a  short  descriptive  article  on  nursing  education  for 
the  June  Tar  Heel  Nurse.  Accompanying  the  article  was  a  map  of  North  Carolina, 
on  which  was  placed  the  names  of  all  colleges  in  the  nursing  districts.  Also 
listed  were  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  committee  and  in  TThich  districts 
they  serve  as  resource  persons.  It  was  felt  that  this  kind  of  publicity  might 
spark  an  interest  in  the  nurses  in  North  Carolina  to  take  courses  in  their 
local  colleges. 

Since  one  of  the  responsibilities  of  this  Committee  is  the  encouraging  of 
educational  opportunities  for  the  nurses  in  the  state,  we  are  happy  to  report 
that  the  following  short  courses  and  institutes  have  been  offered  this  year 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina:

The  Executive  Committee  met  on  October  27,  I960  in  Durham  with  Mrs. 
DeLozier,  Chairman,  presiding.  The  appointments  of  standing  committees  were 
made.  At  the  June  6,  196I  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  Raleigh,  Mrs. 
Lottie  Oglesby,  Morehead  City  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by 
Mrs.  Nancy  Bauman's  resignation  as  member  of  the  Executive  Committee.  After 
reviewing  the  present  NCSNA  Minimum  Employment  Standards  for  General  Duty 
Nurses  and  comparing  them  with  the  salary  scale  in  North  Carolina  and  other 
states,  the  group  proposed  several  revisions  to  be  presented  at  the  Annual 
Business  Session  for  approval.  A  proposed  section  budget  for  1962  was  formu- 
lated. 

Ift-s.  Ruth  Peters  represented  the  Section  at  the  ANA  Section  Regional  Con- 
ference in  New  York  City.  As  a  follow-up  of  this  Conference,  the  General  Duty 
Section  and  the  Head  Nurse  Section  sponsored  two  conferences  in  Ma.y — one  in 
Rocky  Mount  and  another  in  Salisbury.  "Improvement  of  Nursing  Practice"  was 
the  theme  of  both  conferences  and  Ethel  Strueben,  Assistant  Executive  Secretary, 
ANA,  was  the  keynote  speaker  for  each. 

The  Committee  on  Functions,  Standards,  and  Qualifications  met  on  June  8, 
1961  in  Raleigh.  Mrs.  Eunice  Seaborn,  Chairman,  presiding,  reviewed  the  dis- 
cussion at  the  previous  meeting  of  the  NCSNA  Professional  Nursing  Practice 
Committee  concerning  "unprofessional  practice".  After  much  thought  and  dis- 
cussion the  group  agreed  that  the  prevalence  of  this  problem  should  be  brought

nurse  working  alone  in  industry.  This  recommendation  will  be  brought  before 
the  Executive  Committee,  Occupational  Health  Nurses  Section,  American  Nurses' 
Association  for  further  consideration.  Although  this  action  was  taken  by  your 
FS&Q  chairman  in  her  official  capacity  as  Occupational  Health  Nursing  Consult- 
ant, it  is  expected  that  any  action  which  may  be  the  result  of  this  recommenda- 
tion will  eventually  revert  back  to  the  FS&Q  Committee  and  therefore  should  be 
recorded  in  this  report. 

IMPLEMENTATION;  Present  FS&Q  booklets  continue  to  be  used  with  frequency  - 
general  implementation  remains  the  same  as  reported  in  I960. 

May  I  at  this  time  say  what  a  pleasure  it  has  been  to  work  with  this 
Section,  Although  I  will  be  leaving  the  State,  I  will  always  feel  a  warmth  and 
professional  kinship  toward  the  Occupational  Health  Nurses  of  North  Carolina. 

In  January  a  letter  was  sent  to  all  personnel  managers  in  industry  request- 
ing them  to  complete  and  return  a  questionnaire  concerning  working  conditions 
of  the  registered  nurses  in  their  employ.  Of  the  98  questionnaires  mailed,  kh 
were  returned.  A  mentier  of  the  Department  of  Statistics,  North  Carolina  State 
College  tabulated  ihe   questionnaire  results.   This  report  was  distributed  to  all 
occupational  health  nurses  and  personnel  directors  in  North  Carolina  industries 
employing  such  nurses. 

Letters,  telegrams  and  personal  calls  were  made  to  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives in  regards  to  SB  23,  SB  12?  and  HB  582. 

In  May  the  North  Carolina  industrial  safety  Conference  was  held  in  Durham 
and  was  well  attended  by  occupational  health  nurses. 

The  chairman  attended  the  ANA  Section  Regional  Conference  on  the  "Improve- 
ment of  Nursing  Care"  which  was  held  in  New  York  City  in  February.

The  chairman  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  NCSNA,  and 
attended  three  meetings.  At  the  post- convention  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Dir- 
ectors the  chairman,  representing  the  Private  Duty  Section,  presented  the 
following  recommendation  concerning  a  suggested  change  in  the  AM  Functions, 
Standards,  and  Qualifications  for  the  Practice  of  Private  Duty  Nursing: 

That  under  qualifications  -  present  "C"  -  "Knowledge  and  Abilities" 
become  "D"  and  "D"  -  "Personality  and  Health  Factors"  become  "E" .  The 
following  be  inserted  as  "C"  -"Experience",  1.  a  refresher  course  on 
general  duty  nursing  be  required  when  entering  the  field  of  private 
duty  nursing,  after  a  period  of  retirement  or  employment  in  other 
fields,  or  being  three  to  five  years  away  from  nursing. 

The  NCSNA  Board  approved  the  recommendation  and  it  was  sent  to  ANA  FS&Q 
Committee.  The  following  reply  was  received  from  Harriet  S.  Stambach,  R.  N., 
Assistant  Executive  Secretary,  ANA:   "I  will  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  ANA 
Priva  e  Duty  Section  FS&Q  Committee  the  recommendation  of  your  Section.  How- 
ever, I  would  believe  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  have  a  uniform  requirement 
for  refresher  work  for  a  statement  of  functions,  standairds,  and  qualifications 
for  practice.   If  you  will  look  at  the  statement  you  will  find  provision  for 
continued  growth  is  made  under  IX  a." 

A  requirement  for  refresher  courses  is  usually  incorporated  in  registry 
rules  and  acceptances  of  a  nurse  for  placement  is  dependent  on  her  completion 
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of  such  a  course.   It  wcfuld  seem  that  this  is  really  the  place  to  assist  the 
nurse  returning  to  practice  to  become  currently  informed  and  competent  to 
practice. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  following  the  convention,  October  27,  I960 
in  Durham.  Chairmen  and  committee  members  of  the  standing  committees  were 
appointed. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  again  on  xferch  6,  196l.  The  group  formulated 
plans  for  two  intsitutes — one  to  be  conducted  in  Fayetteville,  VA  Hospital 
Auditorium  on  April  28,  l?6l;  the  second  to  be  held  in  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
Auditorium  in  Charlotte  on  May  5,  1961.  Also  a  recommendation  was  made  that  a 
communication  be  mailed  to  each  district  Private  Duty  Section  "To  study  and 
explore  the  idea  of  statewide  private  duty  fee".  The  committee  postponed  re- 
vising the  Minimum  Employment  Standards  until  some  decision  was  made  concerning 
statewide  fees.

Progress  of  District  Activities; 

Members  wrote  many  letters  to  senators  and  representatives  opposing  SB  23 
(increasing  licensure  application  fees)  and  supported  HB  582  (an 
all-nurse  licensing  Board).  April  meeting  devoted  to  the  discussion  of 
pending  legislation  and  District  voted  to  oppose  SB  23.  Members  were 
informed  at  each  meeting  of  important  legislative  measures  affecting 
nurses. 

Membership  promoted  by  individual  nurses  and  by  each  hospital.  Some  hos- 
pitals have  had  an  increase  in  membership  among  their  staff.  Personal 
contact  has  been  the  most  effective  means  of  promotion.   "Membership 
Tag  Days"  were  observed  early  in  the  year  and  posters  and  other  pro- 
motional leterature  were  used.

Recruitment  of  student  nurses  through  giving  support  and  encouragement  to 
the  schools  of  nursing  located  in  the  district;  provided  a  scholarship 
for  one  student  nurse;  and  when  feasible  cooperated  with  the  ^tedical 
Auxiliary  Careers  Committee.

NSA-EACT  Section  has  made  preparation  for  a  Workshop  for  graduate  nurses 
to  be  held  October  3  through  November  l6  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
District;  the  course  will  consist  of  2k   hours  of  instruction  and  the 
registration  fee  is  $5  for  the  course  and  ¥1  for  each  session. 

One  nurse  received  a  scholarship  to  Yale  University  for  special  course  in 
Alcoholism,  June  22  to  July  20,  I96I.
